FIVE ARE BURIED AS 
ROOF OF 
LIBRARY AT 
VATICAN COLLAPSES 


Vatican City, December 
22.—The 
roof of one of the wings of the Vati­ 
can library, built in 1588, collapsed 
today and buried a priest and four 
workmen. 
The priest, Rev. Dr. Marco Vattas- 
so, who had been studying on the top 
floor of the structure, was believed 
to have been killed. 
His hat 
was 
found in the ruins. 
No trace was dis­ 
covered of the four missing work­ 
men, and groups of rescuers worked 
at top speed to remove the debris in 
the hope that they might 
still 
be 
alive. 
Twenty thousand 
volumes 
were 
carried down when the roof crashed 
through two floors of 
the 
building, 
destroying 
ceilings 
decorated 
by 
priceless Zuccari frescoes. 
The col­ 
lapse was caused by a crack in one of 
the walls which had been discovered 
this 
morning, was pronounced 
un- 
alarming by a Vatican architect only 
two hours before the pile of masonry 
came tumbling down. 
A few 
mo­ 
ments betore the collapse the build­ 
ing had been closed. 
The extent of the damage could not 
be determined, as most of the books 
and rare objects in the wing 
were 
protected by cases, and it was hoped 
they would be found intact. 
The rarest tr ea su re s were 
seven 
manuscripts of the history of St. So­ 
fia, two of which have 
been 
found, 
and a vase which held the baptismal 
water for the son of Napoleon III. 
The wing was about 
85 feet long 
and 20 feet wide. 
Only the 
walls 
were left standing. 
On the second floor of the 
struc­ 
ture was a vast 
collection 
of books 
presented to the 
various 
popes 
by 
princes arid kings and inscribed by 
the donors. 
On the same floor was 
the Chigi collection restored to the 
Pope by Premier Mussolini.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 
One 
hundred 
and 
twenty-seven 
year« ago, on December 22, 1804, four 


boats on the Mississippi river slipped 
past the present southern boundary 
of the State on their way to New Or­ 
leans, carrying with them the 
sol­ 
diers and officers of Spain, the 
lhst 
foreign nation to exercise rule over 
what is now Missouri. 
Beset by numerous misfortunes, the 
royal officers and troups of Spain left 
Upper Louisiana behind with prob­ 
ably little show- of sorrow*. 
For over 
eight months after the transfer 
of 
the province to the United States in 
1804, the Spanish were forced to stay 
at St. IsOuis, lacking funds, means of 
transportation, their credit bad, and 
their pay held up for nearly a year. 
But at last they were on their way 
to New Orleans. 
Formal transfer of Upper Louisi­ 
ana to the United States was mad? 
at St. Louis on March 9, 1804, when 
Capt. Amos Stoddard of the United 
States Army received the province in 
the name of France and the United 
States, from Lieutenant-Governor De- 
Lassus. 
The official duties of 
De- 
Lassus were then at an end at 
St. 
Louis, but it was some time before he 
could leave because he had to remove 
all Spanish property to New* 
Or­ 
leans, as well as transport himself 
and staff and soldiers. 
DeLassus was 
even forced to borrow money* on his 
personal credit to clothe his men for 
the winter. 
No boats in St. Louis were strong 
enough to transport the soldiers and 
the heavy Spanish artillery so special 
transports had to be built. Auguste 
Chouteau agreed to do this, but first 
he went into the woods to make sure 
there was enough big timber to build 
the boats. 
DeLassus himself super­ 
vised the construction of the boats. 
Finally after over eight months 
of 
delay and preparation, the 
Spanish 
were ready to leave. 
At 6 o’clock on the morning of No­ 
vember 16, 1804, DeLassus nad 
his 
staff embarked from St. Louis on the 
boat “Esperanza”. 
An hour later the 
re«t of the Spanish retinue, 67 
men 
in all, boarded the other three boats. 
“The flag was raised, the drums were 
beaten, the cables drawn (and) a sa­ 
lute was fired as the convey slowly- 
moved from the shore out into

Mississippi”.

today and buried a priest and four 
workmen. 
The priest, Rev. Dr. Marco V attas- 
so, who had been studying on the top 
floor of the structure, was believed 
to have been killed.

••■■HE Economic Policy Commission ; 
' * of the American Bankers Assocla* 
tlon has made the following statement 
on various types of banking systems 
operating through more than one 
-office: 
“We find that there are recognized 
In the banking world three types of 
multiple banking organizations, name* 
ly, chain bank systems, group bank 
systems and branch bank systems. 
They are alike solely in respect to 
the fact that each embraces under 
some form of common control or in* 
fluence two or more banking places, 
bat here the similarity stops since 
there are essential differences In or* 
ganlzatlon and administration, espe* 
daily as between branch banking and 
the chain and group forms. 
"Chain banking is recognised as 
probably the least definite form of 
mnltiple banking organization. Gen* 
•rally speaking, this term refers to 
merely a string of Individual separate­ 
ly chartered banks owned or con­ 
trolled through stock holdings by one 
• or more common individuals, some­ 
times without public knowledge of the 
•ommon ownership. 
Frequently the 
controlled banks are not administered 
as a coherent whole under the guid­ 
ance of a central, publicly known head 
ofllce, but rather each bank is run as 
a separate unit bank in accord with 
the wishes of the dominant interest. 
In some cases, however, there is a 
central, publicly known control with a 
bead office that formally supervises 
the operations of all the banks con­ 
trolled, and this is perhaps the more 
desirable arrangement. It lacks, how­ 
ever, the definite legal responsibilit> 
that a corporate head organization 
would have. 
Each bank in a chain 
system operates undar its own capital 
and there is ordinarily no binding rela­ 
tion am ong m em bers of the string.

of one p a rt of ground soybeans with 
five p arts of cracked corn form s an 
excellent grain ration.

found th a t where the soybeans

put in separate feeder from the corn 
th a t the hogs do not balance their 
ration as well and will often go

feed. 
Grinding or cracking the corn 
and soybeans together brings the bet­

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 
One 
hundred 
and 
twenty-seven 
years ago, on December 22, 1804, four 


boats on the Mississippi river slipped 
past the present southern boundary 
of the S tate on their way to New Or­ 
leans, carrying with them the 
sol­ 
diers and officers of Spain, the 
ldst 
foreign nation to exercise rule over 
w hat is now Missouri. 
Beset by numerous m isfortunes, the 
royal officers and troups of Spain left 
Upper Louisiana behind with prob­ 
ably little show of sorrow. 
For over 
eight months after the transfer 
of 
the province to the United States in 
1804, the Spanish were forced to stay 
a t St. Louis, lacking funds, means of 
transportation, their credit bad, and 
their pay held up for nearly a year. 
But a t last they were on their way 
to New Orleans. 
Form al tran sfer of Upper Louisi­ 
ana to the United States was mads 
a t St. Louis on March 9, 1804, when 
Capt. Amos Stoddard of the United 
States Army received the province in 
the name of France and the United 
States, from Lieutenant-Governor De- 
Lassus. 
The official duties of 
De- 
Lassus w’ere then at an end at 
St. 
Louis, but it was some time before he 
could leave because he had to remove 
all Spanish property to New 
O r­ 
leans, as well as transport himself 
| and staff and soldiers. DeLassus was 
| even forced to borrow money on his 
personal credit to clothe his men for 
the winter. 
No boats in St. Louis were strong 
enough to transport the soldiers and 
the heavy Spanish artillery so special 
transports had to be built. Auguste 
Chouteau agreed to do this, but first 
he went into the woods to make sure 
there was enough big tim ber to build 
the boats. 
DeLassus himself super­ 
vised the construction of the boats. 
Finally after over eight months 
of 
delay and preparation, the 
Spanish 
were ready to leave. 
At 6 o’clock on the morning of No­ 
vember 16, 1804, DeLassus nad 
his 
staff embarked from St. Louis on the 
boat “ E speranza”. 
An hour later the 
rest of the Spanish retinue, 67 
men 
in all, boarded the other three boats. 
“The flag was raised, the drums were 
beaten, the cables drawn (and) a sa­ 
lute was fired as the convey slowly 
moved from the shore out into 
the 
M ississippi”. 
Thus the 
dram a 
of 
Spanish rule at St. Louis which be- 


gan 37 years before when the royr.l 
bateaus of Don Francesco Ru ly Mor­ 
ales reached the little French village. 
DeLassus departed 
at 
an incle­ 
ment season, though the day of de­ 
parture was bright and clear. It had 
snowed and hailed the day 
befo;e, 
and often on the trip south, he was 
to encounter a river running 
wi i 
ice. 
The party reached Ste. Genevieve 
on November 17, where the archives 
and royal property were 
taken 
or. 
board. 
A fter two days 
there, the * 
continued 
down 
the 
river. 
Being 
warned of hostility toward them 
at 
Cape G irardeau, 
DeLassus 
ordered 
the guns loaded in readiness i r 
a i 
attack. 
Cape Girardeau was settled 
principally by Americans who were 
reported hostile to the Spanish, tu t 
Don Louis Lorimier. the con m ’ 
saluted the party with shots from a 
hollow-tree cannon, and 
entertained 
DeLassus and three 
officers.

Word of the finding of the 
girl 
came to Delta early Tuesday night in 
a mesage from the police matron to 
the parents. 
It asked that the par­ 
ents come after the girl immediately. 
To Brine Her Back 
Mrs. Louis Hector, mother of 
the 
child, 
with 
Mr. 
and Mrs. Andrew 
W ithers, drove to Memphis Tuesday 
night to get the girl. 
Her father, 
Arnold Hector, and other Delta men 
were at St. Francis, Ark., late Tues­ 
day continuing the hunt for the girl, 
and a message Teached them at

o'clock last night. A reply to 
Delta 
said they would drive at once to Mem­ 
phis.
